IMPEREAL CHINESE CUSTOMS 


Ir is difienlt to understand the precise 
value that cnn be placed upon the cir. 
cular which Sir Robert Hart has 
issued to the statt of the Imperial 
Chinese Customs. On the surface it 
would appear that the Inspector General 
is entirely satistied with the new regime 
and expects his subordinates to likewise 
acquiesce with Rood grace in the uppoint- 
ment of Tang Shao-yi and Tieh Liang 
to the still undefined positions they 
ocenpy. Sir Robert states that these 
oflivials had both informed him in May 
last that the service would not be inter. 
fered with. This has apparently satis. 
tied che Inspector General Lut it is 
signiticant that his satisfaction did not 
reach the stage of public otterance 
until five months had passed. “There is 
reason ta believe, rather to hope, that 
the British Goverment will not le so 
easily satisted. Tt is an indented 


fuct that ‘these two officials were 
appointed to he -the heads of a great 
department ver which Sir Robert Hart 
had reigned xloac for « great number of 
vous, The Ediet which announced the 
Appointments was 9 worded that it 


left ne doubt in the mind of any reason- 


able man that the Inspector General 
had been superseded. There wan left 
ne room for doubt that China, in spite 
of her gunrantes. to her creditors that no 
change would be made in the control of 
the Customs until her debts were paid, 
was deliberately bretking that agree 
ment. The gtorm that this cynical 
action caused intimidated tho Chineso 
Government into offering several ex- 
planations which were designed to 
‘ the 
Britain in particular exhibited. But 


allay irvitation which Great 
it is significant that the offensive Edict 
has never beon rovoked and that Sir 
Robert Hart, despite his somewhat 
singular acquioscence in the altered 
conditions, ‘is rio Jonger the supreme 
head -of the Chinese Customs, The 
two Chinese officials were. not ap- 
pointed for the fun of tha “thing, 
Thoy nre not drawing large salaries, 


as titular heads of the service for 
nothing.
